BRITISH HEAVY-WEIGHT 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 
BECKETT BEATS WELLS. 

A BRIEF BOUT. 

At Olympia, London, last night, in the presence 
of a great gathering of boxing enthusiasts, Bom 
bardier Billy Wells essayed to regain from Joe 
Beckett the British Heavy-weight Championshi6b 
It was a match of great possibilities and many 
speculations, for once again the puzzling preblem 
of Billy Wells's worth as a fighter was to be pnt 
to the test. Save in the matter of age, all the 
advantages were on his side. Standing, six feet 
three, he # five inches taller than Beckett, and a 
bigger man in all cespects physically. In boxing 
science, as distin@t from fighting grit, there is 
again a heavy balance on his side, and at the 
age of 51 years and eight months he is in the 
fullness of his prime, though more than five years 


ig strong and determined, and in the prime of his 
power, with heaps of assurance and the minimum 
ef imagination, perhaps, and no nerves to handicap 


im. 
They appeared to be splendidly trained. and 
they each had a great reception. Wells dashed in 
at once with a light left, and then went-to clinch 
He early © a mistake in standing close in, 
and Beckett appeared to score well on the body. 
In attempting to break away Wells took a right 
and left swing to the head, without much effect. 
However, before the round ended Wells landed a 
hard left to the head, but for all that it was 
Beckett’s round. Coming up fur the second round 
Wells again landed his left to the head, and 
several times broke through Beckett's defence. 
But his blows lacked power, and again Wells made 
the mirtake of allowing his man to get close, 
with the result that Beckett sent in a hard left. 
which sent Wells to the boards for a count of 
seven. Hé boxed strongly afterwards. and with 
a couple of lefte and rights hustied Beckett round 
the ring, but again when the gong sounded enouch 
remained with Beckett. The next round saw the 
finish, for in a few moments Wells, who had pre- 
viously appeared to be lacking in confidence, was 
vite at his best. and with a masterly left shook 
eckett up in a way that was encouraging to his 
supporters. But it had the effect of stimulating 
Beckett, and as a result the last-mentioned be- 
came mnch more aggressive. He dashed in with 
a left hook, which was a little high, and before 
Wells could recover he sent in a right and left 
to the body, which the Bombardier stood well, 
and in the exchange dealt out some hard biows 
with both hands; but without power to connt. 
Weils showed obvious signs of tiring, and Beckett, 
seizing his chance, roshed in, and landing two 
quick lefts to the head, followed them with a 
right ewing to the point, and Wells went down for 
the fee count, te be soundly beaten inside three 
rounds.

In Committee on the Home Rule Bill 
yesterday the House of Commons rejected 
an amendment moved by Mr. Asquith, 
which proposed to omit the word 
“Southern” before “Parliament” from 
Clause 1, and to give the Ulster counties 
the option of voting itself out of the 
Dublin Parliament. Colonel Walter Guin- 
ness moved an amendment on behalf of 
the’ Southern Unionists which proposed 
that there should be a single Senate acting 
as a Second Chamber for both Irish Par- 
liaments, Sir Edward Carson and other 
Ulster Unionists opposed the amendment, 
and Mr. Walter Long declared that it 
would destroy the very foundation and 
fabric of the Bill. The amendment was 
I eject ed. 

Mr. Bonar Law informed Lord Robert 
Cecil in the House of Commons yesterday 
that a review of events in ltreland since 
last January is in course of preparation, 
and that subsequently regjffhr monthly re- 
ports will he given to the House.

Mr. Bonar Law stated that not only 
would the promised report on the condi- 
tion of Ireland be published as soon as 
possible, but that in future there would be 
regular monthly reports on the same sub- 
ject.

THE SHIPPING QUESTION. 


Mr. Morrison, Coal Controllér, who has )n4 
returned from London, where he had bern « 


tending a series of committee meeiings 
which the growing troubles caused by lack oc! 
coal supplies have been discuséd, states tha 
the shortage is just as acutely felt in Great 
Britain as it is im Ireland. Mr. Morrison in- 
stanced Manchester in particular, and said that 
coal was actually being sent from South Wale 
to Lancashire. Requests for larger supplies + «¢ 
pouring into the London headquarters from áil 
sides, but nothing could be done to eradicate 
the reot of the evil, which is the lower produ 
tion of the miners. 
Distribution was affected by a shoriage 
transport; and Ireland, whdliy dependent on 
its sea-borne facilities, was in a particularly bad 
position because of the lack of help which the 
Coal Control Department receives from the 
Shipping Controller. So long ago as last Ser 
tember, Mr. Morrison obtained a promise that 
larger supplies of coal would be made availa 
for Ireland. Ah additional 40,000 tons a mon! 
was promised, and in Fébruary last the Shr 
ping Control advised Mr. Morrison that thirteen 
ships were available-to bring the coal ‘rom 
South Wales. Mr. Morrison allocated seven c' 
these vessels to Dublin, three to Belfast, and 
one each to Cork, Limerick, and Watertar. 
Vessels ran fairly regularly to the southem 
ports, o ships took supplies to Belfast, but © 
the ie. promised for Dublin, only two vese's 
were available. It- was not always the same 
vessels which brought the coal, but Dublin was 
never served by more than two steamers a' + 
time. Between them, they carried about 97 
tons, a hopelessly inadequate supply Very 
soon. however, the Ministry of Shupping 
celled the whole arrangement, and now Ir 
depends on ‘the merchanis’ arrangements fer 
coal supplies. The Coal Controller has no! ' 
able to ascertain why the shipping arrangeme"! 
were cancelled, and is urging the Ministry 
Shipping immediately to put in operation

COLONEL GUINNESS’S AMENDMENT REJECTED. 


The House of Commons yesterday went intd 
Committee on the Government of Ireland Bill, 
Mr. Whitley in the chair. 

On Clause 1, which provides for the establish- 
meut of Parliaments for Southern and Northern 
Ireland, and a Council of Ireland, the Chair- 
man called on Mr. Asquith to move the first 
amendment, nantely, the ‘omission of the word 
“ Southern.” 

Mr. Asquith said that this amendment un- 
doubtedly raised, in a seúse, & second-reading 
issue. IS raised it, not in the shape of a direct 
negative, but in the shape of an alternative 
proposal. Nevertheless, it was impossible for 
them to conceal from themselves that this pro- 
posal really involved the determination, on this 
clause, which was the governing clause of the 
bill, of the issue between what had always 
hitherto been understood as Home Rule by all 
parties and the scheme put forward in this 
bill, In his judgment it was of tho one 
importance that at the earliest possible momen 
the Committee should decide between these two. 
They involved the aeceptance or the repudiation 
of the principle, the recognition or non-re- 
cognition of which went down to the very roots 
of the possibility of an Irish settlement. The 
principle which was embodied in the Home Rule 
Act now on the Statute Book was that Ireland 
should be treated, for the purpose of self- 
government, as @ gnit, with a single Parliament 
and a single Execitive, subject to tho provision 
of the necessary gafeguards for the protection 
of the dissentient | minority. Throughout, since

would have been repudiated with equal energy 
and conviction both by the late Mr. Redmond 
and by Sir Edward Carson.

Telegraphing at a late hour last night our 
Cork Correspondent stated :— 

Official news has reached Cork of the murder 
of three members of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the serious wounding of a fourth 
at Butlerstown, in the West Riding of County 
Cork, at half-past 3 o'clock to-day. 

_ Sergeant John Flynn has been for some time 
in charge of the police station at Timoleague, 
a village on the Cork, Bandon, and South Coast 
Line, with a population of about 500 people. 

_ At 3 o'clock this afternoon he went on patrol 
in company with Constables Duane, Brick, a 
Grimsdale. : 

They had gone about a mile from their 
barrack when they were ambushed by a large 
party of men, who opened fire on them with 
rifles and shot guns. 

The three constables immediately fell to the 
ground, and the sergeant was done to death one 
hundred yards away. 

The shocking news reached Timoleague 
Barrack about an hour later of the finding of 
the bodies of Constables Dunne and Brick on 
the roadside. Constable Grimsdale was lying 
near thém in a critical condition from bullet 
wounds, 

.At that time there was no trace of Sergeant 
Flynn, and he was. reported missing. Two 
hours later his body was found under circum- 
stances which would suggest that he went on 
after the three constables had been shot down, 
that he opened fire on his assailants, that he 
may. have wounded some of them, and then 
that they shot him down. 

The crime was reported at the Constabulary 
headquarters at Bandon, and a large party of 
policemen and ‘soldiers drove to the scene of the 
shooting. y had not returned to Bandon 
up to the hour of telegraphing. 

The Coroner for the district has been in- 
formed of the outrage, and it is expected that 
the inquest will be opened to-morrow. 

Constable Grimsdale was conveyed to-night to 
the Military Hospital in Cork. He is in a very 
critical condition. i 

Sergeant Flynn was a married man, with 27 
years service. Constable Dunne, who was a 
native of Maryborough; was also married, and 
had 15 years’ service. Constable Brick, who 
was a Tralee man, had 12 years’ service, and 
Constable Grimsdale, who is an Englishman, 
was an ex-soldier who had joined the Royal Irish 
Constabulary.

The Parliamentary Correspondent of the

They 
are, however, anxious* to safeguard as far as 
possible the liberties and interests of the 
Loyalists in the South and West. It looks as if 
the most difficult point raised in the bill would 
be that relating to finance. This must neces- 
sarily be postponed until after Whitsun. Mean- 
while, as suggested by Sir Edward Carson, tne 
Government are expected to take steps for the 
examination of the scheme in the bill in rela- 
tion to its bearing on the imterests of every 
part of the United Kingdom, 


PROHIBITION EVASION IN 
YORK. 


The Washington Correspondent of the 
Morning Post, telegraphing on Monday, 
says :—Mr. Coler, Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare of the City of New York, has announced 
that, if the Prohibition Law is not more rigidly 
enforced during the next thirty days, he will 
use his own staff of inspectors to cause the law 
to be respected. The enforcement of the law 
is in the hands of the Federal authorities, but 
Mr. Coler complains that they are lax in their 
duty, and that prohibition in New York is 
made a farce. The alcoholic wards of the 
hospitals, he asserts, are full, ang the number 
of patients is increasing. Not only are people 
able to get plenty of liquor—the price being 
the only obstacle—but they are getting worse 
liquor than when the traffic was regulated, 
and the consequences are more serious,

Constable Thomas Byrne, who was wounded 
in the affray, gave evidence that on April 9th 
he was stationed et Rearcross, and had been 
there for about three months. On the morning 
in question he had to attend Newport Petty 
Sessions, where he had adjourned cases for un- 
lighted vehicles. He was accompanied to New- 
port by Constable Finn, who was to prove 
service of the summonses, and had been in 
Rearcross for about twelve months. They were 
eycling, and Constable McCarthy, of Roscom- 
mon, overtook them about two miles from 
Rearcross. The three of them cycled together. 
Constable MeCarthy was on the right, Constable 
Finn in the centre, and the witness on the left. 

y were riding abreast. — 
’ THE ATTACK. 

At Lackamore there was a wood on each side 
of the road, and they were almost through the 
wood when a volley of about twenty-five shots 
rang out from the right side. The witness saw 
Constables McCarthy and Finn fall off their 
bicycles. Continuing, the witness said—I felt a 
bullet strike me in the right arm, near the 
shoulder. I jumped off my bicycle and sprang 
over the fence on the left. When doing 
so I heard Constable McCarthy say: “ Oh, 
stop, stop, stop.’ I believe that he said 
this to the attackers on the opposite side 
of that road. When I got over the fence Í 
drew my revolver, and fred six-shots in the 
direction of the attackers. 

At this stage it was annownced that’ the fore- 
man (Mr. R, O'Sullivan) had taken ill, and 
wished to leave the court for a few minutes. 
Permission was given, the Coroner deciding not 
to proceed until the return of the foreman. 
After a short time Mr. Gleeson said that the 
foreman was not very well, and might not be 
able to continue on the jury. 

After a time the evidence was continued in 
the absence of Mr. O'Sullivan. 

A POSITION OF GREAT DANGER. 

Constable Byrne, continuing, said that he lay 
behind the fence, and that the firing by the 
attackers was kept up all the time. He be- 
lieved that it was directed against himself. He 
got a second wound in the arm, under the first 
one, as he was going over the fence. While he 
was behind the fence he could see the position 
of those who were attacking. There were at 
least eight men at the Rearcross side who had 
allowed the witness and his comrades to pass. 
lt was the main body that attacked them, and 
at the exit from the wood in the Newport direc 
tion there were three more of the party. The 
main body opened fire, and the others followed 
their example, on the witness. Seeing the 
danger of his position, he crouched underneath 
a gap directly opposite the main body. He 
did this for the purpose of getting better cover. 
When’ he was 
the fence a fusilade was kept up at him, and 
could hear the bullets whizzing over his head. 

yard of his. revolver was cut 
by a bullet. He took cover, fired his revolver, 
and heard a moan, which he believed to come 
from the wood. The attackers then stopped 
firing. The witness remained quiet, thinking 
that the men would come over, and when they 
did not he got along to the Lackamore River, 
where he saw houses. 


A DRINK OF WATER REFUSED. 

At one house he asked for a drink of water 
and a piece of cloth to tie up his wound. The 
man that he addressed said that he had not 
got any, and the man in the adjoining house 
also refused him. Both men then got together 
and told the witness that he had. better clear 
away. The witness returned to the road fence, 
and on looking over saw three men come over 
to the fence and go to the bodies of the de: 
ceased constables. He believed that they went 
to disarm them, as they stooped over them. 
The witness went along inside the fence to a 
house, where he got a drink of water and a 
piece of cloth. e got a bicycle from ‘the 
teacher at Lackamore school, and made the 
best of his way to Newport. h 


A CALLOUS REFUSAL. 

While at the school Philip Flannery, of Rear- 
cross, and his sister passed in a car. They 
came from the direction of Rearcross, and must 
have passed the dead bodies. The witness 
asked Mr. Flannery to give him a seat to New- 
port to get a priest and doctor for his dying 
comrades. Mr. Flannery refused, and drove 
away. 

A juror asked the witness how many yards 
was he in front of the others. 

The witness replied that he was not in front. 

The same juror alleged that a state- 
ment to that effect was made by 
Sergeant O'Halloran at the first inquest, . 

The Coroner read the deposition made ty 
Sergeant O'Halloran, which contained no such 
statement. 

QUESTIONS BY JURORS. 

Replying to another juror, he said that he 
received two wounds in the right arm before 
he fired his revolver. It was the right hand 
that he used when firing the revolver. 

A Juror—Had you the pluck of going back 
to see if the two men were dead? 

Witness—If I could have gone back I would 
have done so. ' 

In reply to the Coroner the witness said that 
he was not engaged in raids or arrests in the 
Rearcross district. He was concerned in 
searches in the Toomevara district. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 


Dr. D. Coffey, Newport, stated that he made 
a post-mortem examination of. the body of Con- 
stable McCarthy, in conjunction with Dr. 
O'Sullivan, of Limerick. He found a large 
wound on the left side of the bead. It was 
about two inches long, and an inch wide, and 
portion of the bone was missing, There was a 


| «mall wound on the back of the head at the 
+ base of the brain. The latter must have been 


caused by a bullet, but the other wound, which 
took away the brain substance, could. hardly 
have been caused by a bullet, although it might 


| have been due to a glancing bullet or gunshct. 


It was impossible to tell which wound was in- 
flicted first. There was extensive injury to the 
brain, and no mark of an exit. Death 
was practically instantaneous. In connection 
with Constable Finn the doctor said that no 
bullets or pellets were discovered, and it looked 
ae if the charge which killed him almost swept 
the head. completely away 

The Coroner, summing up, said that it 
would be entirely futile for them to disguise 
the fact that these constables met their deaths 
in furtherance of the campaign of. v'“lence 
waged against the polico in the comity for 
some time. He yielded to no man, either 
inside or outside his court, in disapproval of 
the present governnent—or rather, he should 
say, the present misgovernment—of , the 
country, which he believed to be nothing 
short of a military tyranny. He failed to 
see how that lamentable fact justified the 
assassination of policemen. He was sure that, 
as Tipperary men and as Christians, they 
did not approve of tactics of that kind, and 
they would, he was sure, heartily condemn the 
murders of the two policemen. 


THE JURY’S VERDICT. 


The jury found as follows:— That Constable 
William Finn died at Lackamere, on April 
9th, from shock and haemorrhage, caused by 
gunshot wounds inflicted by some person or 
persons unknown. That Constable D. L. 
McCarthy died om the same date from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by some person or 
persons unknown.”
